The school is in a village outside of Chinghochen and is completely surrounded 
by a barbed wire fence* with no contact with the outside. 

2„ The class numbers more than 170 * of which 40 are women. Administrators and 
instructors are all Soviets. Lectures are given on which trainees take notes; 
field practices are conducted. 
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
